Richmond, Va.—The design and in- 
scription for the shrine—a roadside 
crucifix in bronze—which the Histori- 
cal Committee of the Catholic Wo- 
man’s Club of this city proposes to 
erect on the Jefferson Davis High- 
way at a spot 14 miles north of Fred- 
ericksburg, to mark the site of the 
first English Catholic settlement in 
Virginia, has just been made public. 

The design of the memorial is for a 
life-size crucifix in bronze, set in a 
base of stones, in the midst of a land- 
scaped area. The inscription on a 
plate fixed in the stones grouped at 
the foot of the cross, is to read as 
follows: 

“We dedicate this image of the Di-
